1.  i'he  'Catsn  icaru  Incicent.  j 

This  began  with  the  or^teat  lodged  by  Jaoan  concerning  the  i 

seizure  of  the  Tatsu  Iviaru  in  ■•la^'ch,  190*3,  and  ended  in  November  | 

of  the  same  year.  •  ^ 

2.  The  Ant\ing-i.iukden  Railway  Incidnet.  J 

In  1909  from  August  to  October,  the  boycott  of  Jaianese

goods  in  i.anchuria  was  vigorously  carried  out.  The  agitation  * 

was  started  in  connection  with  the  rebuilding  of  the  railway 

between  Antung  and  Mukdon. 

3.  Sino- Japanese  Parley  Incident. 

At  the  time  of  signing  the  3ino-Ja  mnsso  treaty  in  Nay, 

1915,  the  agitation  against  Japanese  goods  v/as  first  started  -t 
Hankov/  spreading  all  over  China  in  Uctooor. 

4.  Chanting  Problem. 

Owing  to  the  unfavorable  settlement  of  the  Shantung  oroblom 
at  the  Paris  Peace  Conference  in  1919,  a  great  anti-Jaoaneso 
movement  v/as  started  all  over  China  on  whe  National  Hu/iiiliaton 
Day  (May)  and  continued  till  December. 
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5.  The  Recovery  of  Port  Arthur  and  Dairen. 

he  boycott  against  Japan,  started  in  connection  with  the 
movement  for  recovery  of  Port  Arthur  and  Dairen  in  April,  1920, 
continued  till  -ugust.  The  centre  of  activity  was  in  central 

China  and  the  severance  of  economic  relations  with  Japan  was 
finally  declarel. 

6.  The  hay  30  Incident. 

The  May  oO  incident,  so  called  because  of  its  origin  on 
May  30,  1923,  started  from  a  strike  of  Chinese  laborers  at  a 
Japanese  cotton  mill  in  Shanghai,  and  a  nation-wide  strike  and 
the  boycott  of  foreign  goods  took  place  in  many  localities. 

7.  The  Shantung  Incident. 

Owing  to  the  outrages  in  Hanking  and  Tainan,  the  Tanaka 
ministry  of  Japan  dispatched  troops  to  Shantung  in  1927  to 
protect  the  Japanese  nationals  there;  as  a  measure  of  protest 
against  this  step,  '^hlna  conducted  the  boycott  of  Anti-Japanese 
goods  in  many  places. 

9.  Tsinan  Incident. 

■^ho  dispatch  of  troops  in  1929  to  protect  the  Japanese 
nationals  at  Tainan  gave  rise  to  the  Tsinan  incident.  A  sys¬ 
tematic  Anti-Japanese  organization,  the  Anti-Japan  Society  was 
formed  and  campaigns  against  Japanese  goods  were  conducted 
unscrupulously, 

9.  Wanpaosban  Incident. 

This  incident  was  due  to  the  disputes  over  the  right  of 
using  river  water  for  the  rice-fields  of  Korean  farmers  at 
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Wunpaoshan  in  North  Manchuria  in  19ol.  a  retaliatory  riot  of

tho  Koreans  a^^ainst  the  Ohincoe  rosidino  Korea  took  place. 
*^nti-Ja paneae  societies  were  orgsauu'ad  in  Shanghai  and  other 
places,  in  the  middle  of  July,  to  agitate  a  gainst  Japan.' 

10.  Manchurian  Affair. 

The  self -defensive  action  of  the  Japanese  troops,  which 
ere  stationed  in  Manchuria  aceordinf^  to  the  ciino- Japanese  tr .ratios, 
a3ainst  the  outrageous  doatniction  of  some  lines  near  M.Uoien  of 
the  South  Manchuria  Railway  on  tho  IBth  September,  1931  by  the  . 

Chinese  army  has  ;;iven  rise  to  a  vohemont  anti-Japanese  move¬ 
ment  throughout  China.  The  -novemont  Is  purposely  conducted  by 
the  Kuomintang  (the  Chinese  do^erni'ent  party),  and  is  not  a 
boycott,  but  )nay  be  called  a  war  without  resorting  arms  against 
Japan..  ,  • 

2.  ilconomlc  Blockade  Against  Japan 

The  oases  of  Antl-Tapanoso  agitation  as  cited  above  in'  • 

Items  1  to  5  are  political  In  origin,  but  were  trf^atG'-"  as  economic 
measures.  China  resorted  to  the 'boycott  and  non-purchase  of 
Japanese  goods.  The  Chinese,  not  being  satisfied  with  tho  boycott 
and  non-purchase  of  Japan«iSQ  ^oodu,  adopted  in  1923  a  now  policy 
for  the  severance  of  econoiiiic  relations  with  Japan  as  citod  in 
Item  .B.  The  methods  ado'ptod  aro  as  follows: 

1)  Prohibition  of  supoly  of  '^av  materials  to  Japan;  2)  Dis¬ 
missal  of  Japanese  employees  In  Chineno  firms;  3)  VVithdrawal  of 
tho  Chinese  in  Japaneso  oin'^loy;  4)  Non-deposit  of  monoy  in  the

Japanoao  banks  and  non-use  of  Japanese  paper  money. 

■‘•his  caused  directly  or  indirectly  the  decrease  of  Japan's 
'Chinese  trade,  inactivity  of  Jaoan's  shipping  business  in  China, 
the  fall  in 'price  of  Japanese  goods  for  Chinese  markets,  and  the 
closing  of  exchange  dealing  with  China.  In  addition,  some  Japan¬ 
ese  commercial  houses  in  Central  China  v^ore  compelled  to  close. 
Since  then,  this  new  policy  of  tho  severance  of  economic  relations 
has  coma  to  be  applied  in  strikes  against  foreigners.  Immediately 
after  tho  Tsinan  incident  •  the  **.nti-Japan  Society  was  organized 
under  the  guidance  of  the  ^oumintang  (tho  Government  party)  as  a 
oermanont  institution,  and  it  directed  tho  activities  of  local 
Anti-Japan  Societies  in  various  parts  of  China.  This  ^nti-Jaoan 
Society  is  a  Government  organization,  and  its  unscrupulous  -  •• 

activities  are  all  directed  by  the  l<uomlntang  Headquarters.  Since 
the  advent  of  the  Anti-Japan  Society,  tho  situation  has  changed. 

The  condition  is  different  from  the  Anti-Japanese  boycotts  and 

sentiment  that  prevailed  formerl”.  It  may  be  summarized  as  follows 

1.  Tho  Anti- Japan  Society  stands  for  anti- imperialism  in 

theory,  and  carries  on  the  Antl-Japanoso  movement  as  an  expression 
of  patriotism.  It  is  neither  a  temporary  movement  nor  an  expressir 
of  local  Anti-Japanese  feeling  as  in  the  past. 

2.  Tho  organization  is  on  a  :mtlon-v;ido  scale,  quite  unlike 
tho  temporary  ones  v'hlch  existed  in  the  past. 

3.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  movement  is  not  carried  on  in 
tho  Interest  of  the  people,  biit  is  a  camouflage  movement  organized 
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by  some  buslnoasmen,  students  and  irresponsible  rowdies  who  ain 
at  promoting  thoir  own  interests  under  tho  name  of  a  national 
movomont. 

3*  The  Problems  of  Unfair  Tariff  and  discriminating 

Freight  Rates 

Although  Supplomcnt  No.  3  to  tho  Custor.s  Agreement  con¬ 
cluded  by  China  and  Jaoan  in  19.'«0  definitely  states  that  likin, 
native  customs  duty,  coasting  trade  duty,  transit  duty  and  all 

other  duties  which  hinder  tho  advancomont  of  foreign  trade,  are 
to  -00  abolistod  at  tho  oarUoot  date,  no  suoh  ntoo  has  yot  hoan 
takon  by  the  Republic.  For  Instance,  tho  oroducts  of  .Ohlnose 
cotton  mills  are  made  exempt  from  vanlcus  duties  by  tho  use  of  a 
certificate  called  "yUntan,"  which  Is  obtainable  fro-i  tho  Tr -asury 
Department  of  the  Rational  Government  by  paying  a  certain  amount 
of  money.  But  those  products  of  Ohlneao  and  Japanese  mills  vhlcU 
ae  not  make  a  similar  payment  have  to  meet  heavy  duties  everywhere. 

.;xtremolr  discriminating  freight  rates  are  che.rgod  ec  Japaneae 
goods  by  the  Ohlneao  Rational  Rallvays.  For  Inatanoo,  tho 
Shanghal-Boechow  and  other  linos  .note  different  rates  for  Chinese 

and  foreign  products,  charging  seeclally  high  rates  for  goods 
having  more  distinct  foreign  elements,  Chinese  cotton  goods,  for 
an  instanee,  are  charged  as  .nd  class,  while  those  of  Japan,  as 
4th  class,  Whioh  is  strikingly  higher  than  tho  former.  Hats  and 
paper  products  are  also  In  the  same  category,  and  all  the  national 
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railways,  that  la.  no  only  tho  llnoa  a  round  Shanghai  but  thoao 
of  the  Interior,  are  onforcln;;  tbeao  dlacrlmln.Ulng  rates  rata- 
bllshod  by  tho  Railway  Department  of  tho  Ratlonrl  r.ouornmont 
by  paying  a  certain  amount  of  monoy.  But  thoao  produota  of 
Ohlnoae  and  Japanoao  mlllo  whioh  do  not  make  a  similar  payment 
payment  have  to  moot  heavy  duties  ovoryivhoro. 

extremely  discriminating  freijht  rates  are  charged  on  Japanese 
goods  by  tho  Chinese  Rational  Railways,  kor  Instance,  tho  Shang- 
hal-toochow  and  other  linos  quote  different  rates  for  Ohiuoso  and 
foreign  products,  charging  specially  high  rates  for  goods  having 
more  distinct  foreign  oloments;  Ohincse  cotton  goods,  for  on 
instance,  arc  charged  as  Rnd  class,  while  those  of  Japan,  as  4th 
class,  which  IS  strikingly  higher  than  tho  former,  -‘uts  and 
paper  products  arc  also  In  the  samo  category,  and  all  the  national 
railways,  that  Is,  not  only  the  linos  around  Shanghai  but  those 
of  the  interior,  are  enforcing  these  discriminating  rates  esta¬ 
blished  by  the  Railway  Department  of  the  national  Government. 

'fhe  Shantung  Railway  charges  exorbitant  rates  on  Japanese  nroduots, 
as  well  as  on  articles  manufactured  In  Japaneae  factories  In  China. 

4,  Pho  Anti-Jat)u.ne3e  Jiduc'xtion 

■the  Ohineae  national  Govornisont,  which  has  adopted  a  Per- 
manont  ant t- Japanese  policy,  has  boon  using  antl-Japanoso 
materials  In  the  text-books  of  public  schools  and  high  schools  with 
the  purpose  of  cotlnulng  the  autl-Japanoso  movemont  till  Japan 
consoats'te  the  revision  of  treaties,  and  returns  the  Kanto  •fcrrl- 
tory  and  the  South  iianchurla  Railwaya,  and  acknowledges  the 
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Indopondonco  of  Koroa  and  rcstoros  Formosa. 

,  Of  moro  than  500  antl-for '.ign  nhupt(»rs,  more  thr.n  aro 
Anti-Jaoanoso .  (1)  Jaoan's  atjjr 'sslve  policy  towai’ds  Chlra; 

(2)  Japan's  methods  of  invadin''  China;  (3)  History  of  Japan's 
invasion  of  China;  (4)  Jaoanooo  jov/er  in  China;  (5)  'X’ho  policy 
which  China  should  adopt  to'"ard.3  ‘*anan;  all  these  are  ninutely 
but  falsoly  stated.

5.  Foundation  of  tho  Loasc  Hi-^'^t 

Japan’s  loaso  right  in  Jf.anchuria  and  I'.ongolia  is  baood  upon 
"tho  Treaty  Relating  to  South  .’ianchuria  and  iustorn  Mongolia." 

'  In  Articlo  2,  it  is  stated,  ''the  subjects  of  Japan  huvt;  the  right 
to  lease  land  necessary  for  th«i  construction  of  coutnorcial  or  in¬ 
dustrial  buildings'  or  for  ongji^ing  in  agriculture."  Also  in.  the 
supplementary  document  the  right  is  confirmed  as  showti  by  the 
following  clause;  "The  torr  'louse'  covers  a  ooriod  of  30  y^ars 
and  Includon  also  the  right  of  •'orowal  without  condition." 

Renewal  without  condition  means  practically  the  ownorahip 
of  land.  It  is  orovlded:  "No  jnattor  whether  the  other  party 
wishes  reneval  or  net,  the  loaso  right  remains  valid  without 
requiring  oitho'’  any  step  for  fio  conclusion  of  new  agreomunts 
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or  the  oayinont  of  any  prlco." 

‘i?ho  right  is  definitoli-  atl;u.la  tod  in  the  tr'-.acy,  but  in 
roality  it  is  mostly  infrigod  upon  by  the  Chinoso  auchoriti >s. 

6.  i'rosidontial  Ordinance  Intorforing  v.’lth  the  Loaso  Hight. 

Tho  former  Poking  Gcvernjnont  pronrilgated  tho  traitor 
Punishment  Ordinance  by  order  of  tho  Pres 1  lent ,  according  to 
which  any  person  v/ho  privately  makes  an  agrocinort  >’j.th  a  for¬ 
eigner  and  injures  tho  national  right  shall  bo  considered  a  traitor 
and  bo  ouhished  with  death.  Tho  v/ordlnp  of  the  ordinance  is  some¬ 
what  vagio,  but  in  meaning  it  is  clour  that  any  one  who  makes 
a  contract  of  loasc  in  accordance  with  tho  treaty  shall  bo  put 
to  death.  For  tho  onforcomont  of  this  law,  the  delay  of  half 
a  year  v/as  asked,  during  which  period  China  formulated  regulations 
and  interfered  with  tho  lease  of  land.  Tho  Chinese  aovornraont 

Is  still  pursuing  this  policy.  C\ving  '^so  this  hostile  attitude 
of  tho  Chinoso  authorities,  tho  lard  and  business  managoment  of 
Japanese  residents  has  compiotoly  failed. 

7.  Pressure  Upon  the  Industrial  lights 

Tho  right  of  tho  Japanese  to  engage  in  Industrlos  in  iAan- 
churia  is  fully  recognized  by  the  Japan-China  Treaty  of  1915. 
Hov;ovo  ,  tho  oppression  of  tho  Chlroso  authorities  is  such  thet 
various  linos  of  Industries  aro  destined  to  gradual  decay. 

In  the  case  of  tho  Manchurian  Spinning  Comoany,  which  is 
a  Japanese  coroorution,  for  example,  tho  Chinoso  authorities,  in 

order  to  protect  tho  products  of  the  -‘ukdon  Spinlng  Mill,  vAiich 
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is  a  Ghiiioso  corooration,  havo  heavily  taxod  the  former's  products 
without  recognizing  the  privilege  for  the  oxoniption  of  tax  previ¬ 
ously  obtained  from  the  J?eking  Government  by  the  i*anchurlan 
i>pinnins  Company.  ^Iso,  they  have  tried  to  undermine  the  business 
of  t.ie  South  Manchurian  Sugar  Company  by  holding  uo  its  supply 
of  raw  materials.  The  North  i.ianch.urian  Electric  Company  in  Karbin, 
one  of  the  most  influential  Japanese  enterprises  in  North  Man¬ 
churia,  used  to  supply  electricity  quite  widely  in  harbin  and 
vicinity.  3ut  the  Chinese  have  now  established  their  own  electrical 
works  with  a  capital  of  ¥4000,000  in  co-operation  with  tho  officials 
of  Kirin  Province.  As  a  result,  they  have  now  their  own  5,000 
kilowatt  power  station,  and  have  confiscated  the-  franchise  for 
building  a  tramcar  line  from  the  North  ‘■‘anchurlan  Electric  Ooni- 
pany  and  arc  oven  trying  to  doorivo  the  olectric  light  business 
of  its  right.  The  Chinese  authorities  also  rosort  to  polices 

persecution  to  force  subscribers  to  change  tho  source  of  their 

electric  light  supply.  These  instances  uro  cited  to  give  an 
idea  of  Chinese  po'^secution  to  which  tho  *Japano3o  ontornrises 
are  subjected. 

9.  Interference  with  the  alining  and  forestry  Rights 

It  is  definitely  stipulated  in  tho  Agreement  of  1909  on  tho 
five  -‘anchuria  problems  that  tho  mining  industry  along  tho  main 
lines  of  the  South  I’anchurian  Rui3.'"ay  and  tho  Antung-Mukdon 
Line  shall  be  jointly  operated  by  Japan  and  China.  Tho  Chinese 
Mining  .vct  recognizes  tho  right  of  operating  mines  by  a  corpora¬ 
tion  jointly  financed  by  foroignern  and  Chinese.  In  spite  of 
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thoao  facts  th'  Chinese  authorities  unlawfully  attempted  to  doprivo 
Japan  of  the  lesitimato  right  of  mining  in  Manchuria  and  Mon¬ 
golia  and  oven  lodged  a  protest  against  Japan' s  right  to  carry  on 
the  oil  shale  Industry  in  Fushun,  saying  that  no  such  right  is 
stipulated  by  the  treaty.  A  similar  stop  was  taken  by  the  Chinese 
authorities  in  lodging  a  protest  against  the  coal  mining  of  the 
Penhslhu  Coal  gr  J-ron  Works  which  industry  has  boon  conducted 
during  the  past  22  years  under  the  joint  management  of  the  Okvxra 
Company  and  the  Mukden  authorities  by  legitimate  contract.  Many 
other  mining  rights  once  ceded  to  the  Japanese  have  been  unlaw- 

fully  confiscated. 

Tho  Japan-China  Traaty  of  1915  doflnltoly  oonflrma  Japan's 
right  of  engaging  In  tho  foroatry  Industry  In  South  i>anohuria,  but 
China  Ignores  this  right  by  rosortlng  to  domostlo  legislation  and 
othor  moasuros.  In  Kirin,  Japanoso  firms  such  as  tho  Fuji  Paper 
Co.,  Mitsui,  Okura  and  others  that  have  Invostod  a  oonsldorahlo 
amount  of  capital,  hove  boon  subjooted  to  porsocutlon  at  the  hands 
of  tho  Chinese  authorities,  anl  have  suffered  consldorablo  losses. 
All  those  industrlos  have  boon  forced  to  suspend  operations. 

9.  Violation  of  the  Right  of  Residence 

The  residential  right  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia  was  con- 
firmed  by  tho  treaty  of  1915  botvwcn  Japan  and  China.  This  right 
of  rosldonoo,  based  on  tho  policy  of  equal  opportunity.  Is  open 
not  only  to  tho  Japanese,  but  also  to  all  othor  nationalities.  In 
obtaining  this  right  Japan  aimed  at  the  opportunity  of  purchasing 
raw  materials,  trading  In  morchandlso  and  carrying  on  economic 
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*  • 
activities  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia. 

If  the  Japunoao  and  other  foreigners  could  reside  and  travol 
freely,  engaging  in  all  kinds  of  Induotrlul  and  conunorclal  aotivl- 
tloo  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  agreement,  the 
oconomlc  dovolopmont  of  iA;mohurla  would  bo  greatly  facilltutod, 
China,  however,  has  plaood  all  sorts  of  obetacloa  in  tho  v;ay. 

For  oxamplo,  tho  Governor  of  Mukden  roqulros  landlords  who  rent 
housoa  to  tho  Japanoso  in  tho  city  not  to  renew  tho  loaso  whon 
tho  torm  of  loaso  expires.  Leases  with  long  tornis  are  required 
to  bo  revised  and  the  torms  mado  no  longer  than  two  yoara.  On 
account  of  these  rogulationo,  tho  numbor  of  tho  Jnpanoso  residing 
in  tho  city  of  Mukdon  has  dooroasod.  There  woro  130  Japanoso 
families.  Furthermore,  evacuation  of  the  Japanese  was  doraandod 
in  such  places  as  Liaoning,  Taman,  llungan,  Anta,  Fakumon, 
Taolaichao,  Shlhtoutzu,  Antung,  Maoorhshan,  oho.  In  aorao  of  tho 
plac(}s  mentioned  above,  there  is  not  at  pr-^sont  a  slnglo  Japanoso 
roaidont ,

10,  Examples  of  Porsocutions  of  Kor-jans 

It  was  during  Juno,  193?.,  that  China  ind.  stod  on  tho  removal 
of  tho  dam  work  on  tho  Itimg  Ri  vor  of  Wanpeoshan  and  forced 
tho  Korean  farmers  to  sow  scods  dry,  but  Japan  insisted  that  as 
tho  Koreans  woro  not  accustomed  to  sowing  aeods  dry,  it  was 
impoualblo  to  follow  this  practice.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that 
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alroady  tho  aoodlng  tlmo  had  passed  and  that  wet  sowing  should 
be  allowed.  This  state  of  things  gave  rise  to  the  Wanpaoshan 
Incident.  As  a  matter  Df  fact,  the  porsocutlon  of  tho  Koreans 
In  Manchuria  by  the  Chinoso  authorities  has  beon  notorious  and 
intolorablo.  At  present,  though  tho  exact  nutnbor  of  the  Koreans 
in  Manchuria  cannot  bo  uscortalned,  it  Is  ostimatod  at  more  than 
800^000  of  v;hich  99%  is  engaged  in  agriculture.  Those  Koreans 
leased  paddyflolds  from  tho  'Chinese  land  owners,  but  during  tho 
past  fev/  yoars,  tho  Chinoso  authorities  havo  prohibited  tho  lease 
of  land  to  tho  Koreans  and  merely  recognized  tho  hire  contract. 
Thus  ontiroly  doorivlng  tho  Koreans  of  their  rights  of  indopon- 
dont  farming  many  secret  orders  restricting  tho  dwelling  of  tho 
Koreans  have  alsj  boon  issued,  and  during  tho  year  1928,  deporta¬ 
tion  orders  v/oro  issued  in  more  than  four  hundred  placos.
